II. Claims 3-4, drawn to method of treating eating disorders, classified in class 514, 
subclass 656. 

III. Claim 5, drawn to a method of treating disruptive behavior disorders, substance 
abuse, and cerebral function disorders and disorders characterized by non-urge 
incontinence, classified in class 514, subclass 656. 

IV. Claim 6, drawn to a method of prophylaxis of migraine in a human, classified in 
class 514, subclass 656. 

V. Claim 7-8, drawn to a process of making an amine, classified in class 564, 
subclass 305. 

VI. Claims 9-10, drawn to a compound, classified in class 564, subclass 102. 

2. Inventions groups (I-IV) are unrelated each from the others. Inventions are unrelated if it 
can be shown that they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different 
designs, modes of operation, and effects (MPEP § 802.01 and § 806.06). In the instant case, the 
different inventions have different modes of operation. Particularly, the invention directed to a 
method of treating diseases have distinct pathologies and symptoms. A reference make one 
invention obvious under 35 U.S.C. 103 would not necessary make others obvious. Further, 
search all of those unrelated and distinct disorders would be an undue burden. 
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1 . Inventions group (I-IV) and invention group V are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if 
it can be shown that they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different 
designs, modes of operation, and effects (MPEP § 802.01 and § 806.06). In the instant case, the 
different inventions have different modes of operation. Particularly, groups I-IV are directed to 
therapeutical method, and group V is directed to method of making a compounds. Therefore, the 
inventions of Groups I-IV and group V represent separate and distinct methods. They differ with 
respect to ingredients, method steps and final results. They therefore have different issues 
regarding patentability and enablement and represent patentable distinct subject matter. Search of 
one invention would not related to the other. 

2. Inventions group (I-IV) and invention group VI are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if 
it can be shown that they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different 
designs, modes of operation, and effects (MPEP § 802.01 and § 806.06). In the instant case, the 
different inventions have different modes of operation. Particularly, groups I-IV are directed to 
therapeutical method, and group VI is directed to a compounds. Therefore, the inventions of 
Groups I-IV and group VI represent separate and distinct subject matters. They differ with 
respect to ingredients, method steps and final results. They therefore have different issues 
regarding patentability and enablement and represent patentable distinct subject matter. Search of 
one invention would not related to the other. 

3. Inventions group V and invention group VI are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it 
can be shown that they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different 
designs, modes of operation, and effects (MPEP § 802.01 and § 806.06). In the instant case, the 
different inventions have different modes of operation. Particularly, groups V are directed to 
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method of making a compound, and group V are to a compounds different from those made in 
group V. Therefore, the inventions of Group V and group VI represent separate and distinct 
subject matters. They differ with respect to ingredients, method steps and final results. They 
therefore have different issues regarding patentability and enablement and represent patentable 
distinct subject matter. Search of one invention would not related to the other. 
4. . Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given above and 
there would be a serious burden on the examiner if restriction is not required because the 
inventions have acquired a separate status in the art due to their recognized divergent subject 
matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
